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KURUME  AZALEAS 

Three  years  ago  the  Horticultural  world  was  startled  by  the  ex' 
quisice  beauty  and  delicate  charm  of  a group  of  rare  Azaleas,  exhibited 
at  Horticultural  Hall,  Boston,  by  the  Arnold  Arboretum  of  Harvard 
University. 

These  Azaleas  are  known  as  Kurume  Azaleas,  and  were  originated 
in  the  city  of  Kurume,  on  the  island  of  Kyashu,  Japan.  The  group  ex^ 
hibited  contained  120  plants  in  something  over  50  varieties,  and  in  a 
wide  range  of  color,  and  were  obtained  in  Japan  for  the  Arnold  Ar- 
boretum  by  its  explorer,  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson.  Not  only  the  Arboretum 
but  plant'lovers  the  world  over  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Wilson  for  bring- 
ing to  their  attention  this  valuable  group  of  beautiful  plants,  for  al- 
though originated  100  years  ago,  and  consisting  ot  some  250  sorts, 
these  plants  were,  previous  to  the  exhibition  above  referred  to,  prac- 
tically unknown  to  Europe  and  America,  except  for  three  forms.  Aza- 
lea hinodegiri,  A.  amoena,  and  red-flowered  A.  obtusa,  none  of  them 
among  the  best. 

The  Bulletin  of  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society,  dated 
March  15,  1920,  gives  the  history  of  these  Azaleas  as  follows; — “They 
were  originated  by  a Japanese  gentleman  named  Motozo  Sakamoto, 
who  lived  in  Kurume  about  a hundred  years  ago.  The  parents  came 
from  sacred  Kiri-shima-yama  (a  volcanic  mountain  in  south  Kyushu 
still  active)  but  whether  brought  from  there  by  Mr.  Sakamoto  or  given 
to  him  by  some  pilgrim  is  uncertain.  At  any  rate  Sakamoto  cultivated 
several  varieties  and  raised  seedlings  including  one  he  named  Azuma- 
kagami,  from  which  it  is  claimed  have  descended  all  the  pink-flowered 
forms.  After  his  death  Sakamoto’s  collection  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Mr.  K.  Akashi.”  The  latter  has  spent  forty  years  perfecting  these 
plants  and  it  was  from  his  collection  that  Mr.  Wilson  selected  the  Ar- 
boretum group.  Mr.  Akashi  and  another  expert  also  selected  for  Mr. 
Wilson  6 kinds  considered  by  them  to  be  the  best  six  of  the  entire 
collection.  We  are  offering  now  in  limited  quantities,  plants  of  these 
six  varieties  raised  from  cuttings  from  the  plants  selected  by  Mr.  Aka- 
shi. With  one  exception  these  varieties  have  flowers  known  as  “hose- 
in-hose,”  that  is,  having  a petaloid  calyx  and  giving  the  effect  of  one 
corolla  set  within  another.  All  of  them  bloom  profusely  and  stay  in 
bloom  for  many  weeks.  It  is  not  thought  that  these  plants  will  be 
hardy,  out-of-doors,  north  of  Long  Island,  New  York,  but  for  green- 
house or  conservatory  plants  they  bid  fair  to  out-rival  any  plants  now 
used  for  such  a purpose.

Takasago,  pure  pink  hose-in-hose. 

Azutna-kagami,  deep  pink  hose-in-hose. 

Kirin,  deep  rose,  shading  to  silvery  rose  hose-in-hose. 

Kumo-no-uye,  pure  salmon,  single. 

Kurai-no-himo,  pure  carmine  hose-in-hose. 

Kureno-yuki,  pure  white  hose-in-hose.

Scotch  Heather,  the  “Bonnie  Purple  Heather”  of  song  and 
verse,  is  a lovely,  low-growing  evergreen  shrub,  6 in.  to  3 ft. 
in  height,  of  the  Heath  Family,  covered  in  midsummer  with 
small,  bell  shaped  purple  flowers,  borne  on  slender  spikes. 
These  flowers  stay  in  good  condition  for  some  weeks,  and  if 
cut  while  fresh  will  hold  their  color  and  charm  all  winter. 
Honey  bees,  too,  are  attracted  to  Scotch  Heather  and  make 
from  it  a honey  that  is  considered  very  choice.  This  plant  is 
widely  known  as  invaluable  for  planting  in  full  sun  in  sandy 
soil;  it  is  also  most  attractive  as  an  edging  to  beds  of  Rho- 
dodendrons, Laurel,  etc.,  and  in  Rock  Gardens.  This  little 
plant  gives  most  satisfaction  when  planted  from  pots.  Be- 
sides the  common  purple  Heather  there  are  many  varieties 
which  give  variation  in  the  height  of  plant,  color  of  flowers, 
and  season  of  bloom.

Note:  The  Cotoneasters  are  among  the  most  import- 
ant groups  of  hardy  plants  which  have  recently  been 
brought  before  the  public.  All  of  them  have  attractive 
foliage  and  conspicuous  berries.  Of  those  listed  below 
C.  adpressa,  horizontalis  and  its  variety  perpusilla,  and 
C.  microphylla  are  of  low-spreading  growth,  have  small 
glossy,  evergreen-like  foliage  and  bright  red  berries 
which  stay  on  the  shrubs  well  into  the  winter.  The 
plants  of  this  group  of  Cotoneaster  are  particularly 
adaptable  for  use  in  rockery,  on  the  edge  of  low  shrub- 
beries or  on  slopes.  C.  Uielsiana,  divaricata  and  salici- 
folia  floccosa  are  of  more  shrub-like  growth,  with  long 
graceful  branches,  glossy  leaves  and  bright  red  berries.

By  motor:  From  Boston  the  best  route  is  via 
Newton,  Wellesley,  South  Natick;  from  South  Natick 
take  Elliot  Street,  to  Main  Street,  Sherborn,  thence 
Main  Street,  Goulding  Street,  Mill  Street,  Fiske  Street 
to  the  Nurseries. 

From  Worcester  take  main  route  to  Framingham, 
from  Framingham  follow  the  street  car  track  to  Hollis- 
ton Centre,  turn  sharp  to  left  up  Central  Street,  thence 
Fiske  Street  to  the  Nurseries.
